The Steamer Whitney left Havana 


harbor April 6, 1899, for Tampa, Fla.

It was a pleasant day that I left the 


Soo railroad at Bruce and turned 
north for a week's wandering in the 
wilderness. The finest fields of oats I 
ever saw in any state were between 
Bruce and Atlanta. 
The few farms 


in this section are new but the soil is 
good. 
Atlanta is a model saw-mill 


town of well painted houses and a 
general air of thrift and good order.

This logging 


railroad takes us through a tract of 
70,000 acres of hardwood timber in 
Rusk and Sawyer Counties.

The average timber through 


this hardwood belt has about thirty- 
seven 
merchantable

It requires five of these trees 


to make a thousand feet of high- 
grade lumber. The average acre con- 
tains one hundred straight, thrifty 
trees of from three to six inches in 
diameter, consisting largely of maple, 
birch and basswood. 
Twenty per 


cent, of these young, thrifty trees are 
destroyed by the woodsman, leaving 
eighty trees to the acre that, if pro- 
perly cared for, would in from twen- 
ty-five to thirty years, yield double 
the crop that is being taken from the 
land and at probably more than dou- 
ble the present price. 


Excepting China all civilized na- 


tions care for the forest. 
Until re- 


cently the United States ranked near- 
ly with China in this respect. 
We 


now have sixty-two forest reserves 
containing over sixty-three million 
acres, but they are in high mountain- 
ous regions. Next to the earth itself, 
the forest is the most useful servant 
of man. No one can really know the 
forest without feeling the gentle in- 
fluence of one of the kindliest and 
strongest parts of nature.

every point of view it Is one of the 
most helpful friends of man.

The great abundance of game, es- 
pecially deer, through this country is 
due largely to the splendid growth 
of clover and timothy to be found 
wherever there is an opening in the 
woods.

Twen- 
ty-five acres of forest are necessary 
therefore, for each mile of track.
